FUGITIVE HOLDS 
KILLING RECORD 


One Convict Believed Likely 
to Fight to Death 


Companion in Arizona Dash 
Also Murderer 


Farm Damage by Rodents Set 
at $2,000,000 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

FLORENCE (Ariz.) Dec. 21.— 
Tom Powers, who escaped Sunday 
from the State penitentiary, ig con- 
sidered a möst desperate criminal, 
who will not be captured alive if 
overtaken. In February, 1918, he 
participated in a pitched battle at 
the ranch of his father in the foot- 
hills of the Graham Mountains. In 
the fight were killed Sheriff F. R. 
McBride and Deputy Sheriffs M. R. 
Kempton and Kane Wooten of Gra- 
ham county and the elder Powers. 
The officers, acting as deputy 
United States marshals, were a part 
of a posse that had gone to the 
ranch to arrest Tom and John 
Powers and Tom Sisson on a 
charge of draft evasion. After 
killing the officers the three fled 
into exico and later were cap- 
tured in Southwestern New Mex- 
ico by a troop of United States cav- 
alry, part of a force of several hun- 
dred men hunting the fugitives. It 
happened to be during a time when 
capital punishment was forbidden 
by law, though reinstated at the 
next election, so the three were 
sentenced to lte imprisonment. 
John Powers and Sutton are still be- 
hind the bars, The special session 
of the Legislature the following 
June voted $17,500 to the widows 
of the three murdered officers. 

Willis Woods, another Iifer, is 
with Powers. He was sent from 
Coconino county for murder. This 
is his second escape. The first was 
about three years ago, though with 
recapture soon after. Two con- 
victs went with him. One of them, 
Schultz, was killed at Winslow. 
while the other, Larto, fs said to 
have been located in Mexico. 

TUCSON (Ariz.) Dec. 21.—D. A. 
Gilchrist, rodent-control agent in 
Arizona, declares that rodents 
cause $2,000,000 damage annually 
in the States. He is especially in- 
terested at the present time in a 
campaign against pocket gophers. 
which are a pest in all the irrigated 
valleys. They are responsible for 
much of the road flooding, Dut do 
their greatest damage in eating 
away the roots of fig and other 
fruit trees. They have caused 
much damage in killing fan paims, 
letting in water to the roots. Mr. 
Gilchrist states that gophers lately 
have been attacking the roots of 
date palms in the Salt River Valley. 
One palm thus destroyed had had a 
crop of 300 pounds of high-grade 
fruit the geason before. 

Farmers are co-operating with 
the Biological Survey in the go- 
pher campaign, using traps and 
poisoned sweet potatoes with good 
results. In one case sixty gophers 
were taken along a single mile of 
ditch bank. Declaration was made 
that about $500,000 a year has been 
waved the farmers and stockmen by 
the virtually complete elimination 
of prairie dogs in Cochise and Gra- 
ham counties. 

KINGMAN (Art.) Dee. 21.— 
W F. Grounds, lately here from 
his home in Fresno, Cal., for many 
years was a resident of this section. 
He came first in 1870 with a rela- 
tive, John Cureton, and a number 
of cowboys, driving from Texas 800 
head of cattle, which were placed 
on a range near Truxton Canyon, 
east of the present Hackberry. Soon 
thereafter he discovered a number 
of mines around Minera] Park.

BORN IN IRELAND 

More than seventy years ago in 
County Down, Ireland, the elder

tious lads of the sheep country, 
and so Harry Quinn was only 18 
when he set sail for the distant 
island continent. But the life there 
was not to his liking, so it was 
| not long until he had worked his 
way back to San Francisco, where 

he became famous all along the 
water front as a stevedore of phe- 
nomenal strength. His young 
might stood him in good stead in 
the Stockton country later, when 
he was working with cattle, and, 
scorning to use the rope, used to 
bring heavy steers to the ground 
just by the strength of his hands 
and arms.

American Holdings Said to 
Total $200,000,000 


Since War Little 
Understood by Public 


Dollar Now Choicest Medium 
in Europe's Eyes 


DISPATCH) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 21-~—German 
holdings in the United States 
amount to approximately $200,000,- 
000 in cash or its equivalent, a- 
cording to the estimate of a num- 
ber of New York bankers who have 
studied the situation. The popular 
estimate has been placed at $1,000,- 
000,000, which is more in line with 
French estimates than those of 
American bankers. 

Bankers are keenly. interested in 
the efforts of European govern- 
ments to ascertain the amount of 
cash or liquid assets*held in New 
York institutions for the accounts 
of the German government and of 
German industrialists. This fact 
was evidenced today in a carefu! 
canvass of the financial district. 
which revealed a number of facts 
which to date have never been 
made public. « . 

The Allied proposal to set up a 
commission that will seek to ascer- 
tain the amount of German hold- 
ings resting outside of Germany 
proper, and particularly. thoge hold- 
ings located in New York, is not 
in itself distasteful to most New 
York bankers, but as a group they

TRUTH ESSENTIAD 
The important thing, the bank- 
ers say, is that the real truth 
should be brought to light, a cor- 
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rect analysis of the situation being 
| essential to che settlement of the

beyond them. Even the United 
States government itself, they say, 
is skeptical of its ability to make 
an accurate appraisal of German 
holdings, and the whole questiog 
presents an international financial 
puzzie that has had few parallels 
in history. 

Various ertimates have deen 
placed on the total of German 
holdings. e estimate which most 
bankers regard as accurate is 
$200,000,000 —-this money cash, 
bankers’ acceptances, Treasury cer- 
tificates and Liberty bonde.

CANTON, Dee. 21.-—Fighting 
occurred last night between 
Kwangsi and Yunnanese troops, 
both being elements of the Can- 
ton, or southern government's 
forces defending this city against 
the assaults of Gen. Chen Chiung- 
Ming, the, North China leader. The 
nature of the differences which 
caused the clash has not yet been | 
learned. 

Local conditions continue un- 
changed. Handbills and posters 
advocating a boycott of British 
and American goods are being cir- 
culated and plastered on the walls, 


but the better class of Chinese are 
not in favor of the movement. 
There was fighting today on the 
east and north fronts between Can- 
ton troops and Chen Chfung-Ming a 
men, but no material change in 
positions resulted. 
Dr. Sun Yat-Sen today made 
public a long manifeste setting 
forth his views regarding the Can- 


ton customs revenue which his 


confidential secretary yesterday 
presented to the Governor and 
other officials of Hongkong 
British possession near Canton. 
Sun has threatened to seize these 
customs, holding them the right- 
ful property of the Canton, or con- 
stitutionalist government, which 
he heads, and which in seeking to 
control China in opposition to the 
Peking government recognized 
abroad. 


, PAYMENT ASKED 

Sun reviewed at some length the 
customs 
revenues to her foreign debt, part 
of which is secured by them, and 
continued: 

“In 1919 the constitutionalist gov- 
ernment successfully asserted its 
claim to 13.7 per cent of the whole 
revenues arising from China's cus- 
toms, which was paid over until 
March, 1920, when, owing to inter- 
nal differences, payment was sus- 


pen 
N — that time, the Canton 


government hag repeatedly pressed 
for resumption of regular pay- 
ments. Finally on September 5, 
last, the diplomatic body at Peking 
was communicated with. 

“In this communication this 
government contended that the 
disposal of the surplus revenues 
ariging from the customs after pay- 
ments had been made on ‘the for- 
eign debt as required was entire- 
ly a Chinese matter, outside the 
orbit of competence of the foreign 
powers. It requested the diplomatic 
body to instruct that the surplus

ACCUSES POWERS 
“On the 14th a reply was re- 
ceived stating that under the pro- 
tocol of 1801, the powers derive 
the right to insure priority for 
the payment of interest and amor- 
tization upon certain foreign loans 
which are secured on the customs 
revenue but no treaty right was 
conferred which would . enable 
them to decide for what purpose 
the Chinese government should use 
the funds over and above. those 
required for this purpose. 

“This government holds and the 
„ body admits that the 
disposal of this surplus revenue 
is a matter with which the foreign 
powers have no right to interfere,

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21.— 
Members of the Brotherhood of 
Clerks, Freight Handlers and Sta- 
tlon Employees lost their fight in 
the Federal District Court today 
to force the Pénnsylivania Rallroad 
Company and its officials to recog- 
nize delegates of the brotherhood 
as representatives of all the em- 
Ployees in conference on wages 
and worxing conditions, 

Judge Dickinson dismissed their 
suit to compel the company to 
obey orders of the United States 
Rallroad Labor Board. 

Judge Dickinson held that the 
Federal courts had no authority 
to ehforce the labor board's or- 
der and that the only way the 
board’s mandates could be carried 
out was in the “court of public 
opinion.” 

The board itself, Judge Dickin- 
son deciared, had no power to 
execute its own orders, “and i » 


power has been delegated to the 
courts to have the decrees car- 
ried out.” 


The brotherhood al that

Batting 375 Withou 


A fan, writing to ask that I dis- 
cus the art of batting, wants to 
know what was the secret of my 
success—how 1 managed to hit 
over .300 for so many consecutive 
years when nobody else did. 

To be candid, I don't know. 
There was no secret about it, how- 
ever. From the time I started as a 
boy I simply walked up and took 
a slam at any ball that happened 
to suit me. I don't believe half 
of them were over the plate. 

And that brings up something 
that might be interesting. Wilbert 
Robinson, who had more than 
twenty years’ experience behind the 
bat, told me once that he had kept 
pretty fair tab on the kind of balls 
that- were hit safely. 

“Bixty per cent of the balls that 
batters landed on,” he says, “were 
not over the plate. A big percent- 
age of batters will strike out on 
balis right over the pan and will 
hit those on the inside and out- 
side right on the noge. Most of the 
hits are made on balls outside.“ 

That in a way proves that I 
had the correct notion in ewinging 
at the one that suited me whether 
it was over or not. The batter who 
is particular about getting the ball 
just right will not make many hits. 
He is like the youngster who failed

“That's the worst umptring I 
ever saw.” declared the batter, 
coming back to the bench. “That 
ball was a foot outside.” 

»I don't care whether it was 
over or not,” retorted Fred. “If 
they are close enough to call a 
strike they are certainly close 
enough to hit at. That kind of 
alibi doesn'“ go.“ 

In my early days I used to 
make up my mind that I would 
hit at it whether it was a strike 


as many hits that way as 
other. 

The whole thing in hitting a 

eball is your step. If you step 
right and time your swing with it 
so that everything goes with the 
ball at once you will come pretty 
near hitting safe. It is very much 
the same as what they call tim- 
ing in golf. No matter how well 
you swing or how nicely you stand 
at the bat you are not going to 
get results unless your step into 
the ball is made at the exact 
moment. That makes you pivot 
with your swing. I don't know ex- 
actly how to teach that to any- 
body, but once you get the feel of 
it you'll knew exactly what I 
mean. The golfers all know. 
Then when you hit you must 
go right on through with the swing. 
| That gives distance. If a’ batter 
steps ahead of his swing or wings 
ahead of his stop he will either 
foul the ball or lift it to one of 
the outfielders. To check the bat 
| when you meet the ball is worst 
ofall. That is really nothing more 
than a long bunt. 

“That bird certainly stands nice 
at the bat.“ 

I'll bet I've heard that ten thou- 
sand times, and so have you. The 
scouts always comment on whether 
a fellow has a nice position up 
there or not. 

Personally, I don't think it 
makes a bit of difference how you 
stand at the bat. As long as you 
time your step and your swing, the 
way you stand amounts to nothing. 


NOBODY EVER TAUGHT HIM 

Nobody ever taught me how to 
stand at the bat. They used to say 
I cnouched like a big gorilla. 1 
don’t know whether I did not not. 
What's more, I never did care. I 
didn't even think about it. I went 
up there to hit the ball and I hit 
it the best way I could.

With the hands apart—the Cobb- 
Wagner style—I have better con- 
trol of the bat. I can bunt or 
swing hard; can swing quick, me- 
dium or slow. That grip enables 
me to hit high, low, inside, or 
outside—in fact, I can take a 
better and more natural cut at any 
kind of a ball. 

The divided hand grip ts good 
for carrying out what I have said 
about the step and timing. Arms. 
shoulders and legs work as one. 

Babe Ruth has an entirely differ- 
ent grip. He catches the bat well 
on the little end with both hands 
locked together. His grip is very 
much the same as that of Frank 
Schulte. Both are very long hit- 
ters. It must be all right for Ruth.

The president of a big bank ts 
no langer an isolated potentate 
buried in a mysterious erypt and 
only to be reached after a long 
series of negotiations with secre- 
taries, minor officials and office 
boys. He has become a human 
being with time to meet his cus- 


tomers, and even to discuss the 
time o' day and prevailing trends 
with newspaper men. The lesson 
of Service has been learned, and 
the weight of the Universe is per- 
mitted to rest upon other shoul- 
ders as well as his own. There are 
exceptions, even in Los Angeles, 
but in a general way the mystery 
has been largely taken out of 
banking, and the public under- 
stands that the operation of a 
bank is only a branch of mer- 
ihandising, and that, other things 
being equal, a customer is at lib- 
erty to patronize the tution 
wherein he gets the treat- 
ment and most courteous consid- 
eration.

GERMAN CANAL TRAFFIC 

Reduced to almost nothing in 
1920, German traffic through the 
Suez Canal is now more import- 
ant that the Italian and Japanese 
and nearly equal to the French, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by 
the French Bureau of Information 
in the United States. 

In 2913, Germany's merchant 
marine was second in the Suez 
Canal, traffic under German flag 
being 3,352,000 tons.

dena yesterday. 


Jensen is under indictment for embezzling funds 


of the Watts bank. 

Follow! the flight of Jensen 
from Watt#, where he left his wife 
and family, an audit of the First 
National Bank of Watts was made 
by a national bank examiner. It 
was found that the shortage of 
the bank's funds amounted to be- 
tween $109,000 and $110,000. The 
institution was placed in the hands 
of a receiver, but it has since been 
reorganized and is again doing a 
prosperous business. 

Jensen also organized the First 
National of Bellflower, the Cit- 
izens’ State Bank at Long Beach, 
and the State Bank at Compton. 

Jensen was largely engaged’ in 
the Promction of subdivision prop- 
ositions in the vicinity of Los An- 
geles. It is believed it may be 
possible to recoup 
the creditors of the Watts bank 
by the sale of his interests. 

When he dappeared from Los 
Angeles last April he went to 
Mexico, where he

FORD BOWS OUT 

Henry Ford bas always said that he 
wanted to be left out of it when Presiden- 
tial timber was being measured. He re 
fused to take seriously the efforts of many 
admirers to bring about his nomination— 
first as a Republican, then as a Democrat 
and finally as an independent. His actual 
political identity bas been somewhat of an 
unknown factor, but as loug as be was not 
definitely aligned with some other cand. 
dacy his various friends continued to urge 
his name. They said they would nominate 
and elect him in spite of himself. This was 
A large order, but sundry enthusiasts were 
ebullient enough to undertake it. 

Now it is all off. 

Ford has himself disposed of his political 
future or prospects in the most summary 
manner possible. He has given an abrupt 
and complete ending to the Ford campaign. 
And he has done it In the simplest manner 
conceivable. He has accomplished it by 
the blunt announcement that the American 
spirit of fair play calls for the indorsement 
of President Coolidge. He says he knows 
that 90 per cent of the people of this coun- 
try feel perfectly safe with Calvin Coolidge. 
He feels that way himself and he feels that, 
as a matter of fact, the country is perfectly 
safe with him. Under this situation why 
change? 

That is about all there is to it, The rea 
soning is of the sort that the hbumblest 
can understand. Henry says that the na 


den realises that Mr. Coolidge means to do 


right and he adds that when a man means 
to do right he has usually observed that it 
was quite easy for him to find the way to 
do right. . 

Without further fume or fret the Detroit 

motor magnate calls for an indorsement of 
President Coolidge. He says further that 
the President should not be expected to 
give any of his time, his strength or his 
thought to any form of political campaign- 
ing. The people should see that this was 
unnecessary. 
Many people have been flippant with the 
Ford boom and they have said that as a 
statesman Henry was the best maker of 
cheap cars in the world. But when he 
speaks of fair play to another and himself 
puts away the tinsel of Presidential sug- 
gestion he speaks a language that the hum- 
blest citizen can understand. 

No matter what efforts are made to dis- 
count it, this pronouncement on the part of 
Henry Ford is worth another million votes 
to the Coolidge cause. This is becguse 
‘Ford has voiced simple and honest senti- 
ments that find ap acho in the breast of all 
fair-minded Americans. 


Blanket bonus legislation for undis- 
abled soldiers is not to have the right of 
way in the present Congress, despite the 
alleged majority for the soldier bonus in 
the House of Representatives. 

Proponents of the bonus received their 
first rebuff on Wednesday when the Ways 
and Means Committee ruled that the first 
financial legislation to be considered must 
be the administration budget, with its rec- 
ommendation for a reduction in Federal 
taxation. 
program 
has caught the fancy of the folks at home. 
The prospect for a release from onerous 
taxation is not to be disregarded lightly. 
There is a harking badk to the maxim that 
political integrity is political expediency. 
Public opinion, once it is concentrated on 
a definite object, is a powerful force; and 
the President and Secretary Mellon have 
sucteeded in concentrating public opinion 
on the principle of tax reduction. Con- 
gressmen who keep their ears to the ground, 
whose opinions are regulated by the volume 
of their correspondence and its tenor, from 
the home districts, are becoming less vo- 


bonus. They are beginning to favor a pol- 
icy of inaction until they have examined 
further into the question, whether both a 
soldiers’ “adjusted compensation” and tax 
reduction are possible at this time. 

They would Uke to have the pudding and 
eat it, too. And they are looking for some 
compromise by which they can harvest both 
the so-called soldier vote and that of those 
who favor tax reduction. They would have in- 
finitely preferred that the President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury had not spo- 
ken with such positiveness, had not pre- 
sented so precise an estimate of just what 
the bonus would cost. For a Congressman, 
who is not also a statesman, is always look- 
ing for the line of least resistance. 

Secretary Mellon is not only a member 
of the Cabinet; he is also an accepted au- 
thority on matters of finance. And Secre 
tary Mellon has written over his own sig- 
nature that the passage of a bonus bill 
similar to the one vetoed by President Har- 
ding would probably prevent “any reduction 
of: Federal taxes upon a comprehensive plan 
during this generation.” 

According to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the compensation measure would entail 
a direct cost of $5,400,526,444; and the av- 
erage payment for the first four years would 
be $225,000,000. He indulges in no “glitter- 
ing generalities.” His method is not that 
of former Secretary of the Treasury Me- 
Adoo. He speaks by the card; holding that 
it is his duty to inform the American peo- 
ple just what obligations they will incur 
if the blanket bonus bill should be enacted. 

No informed person can bonestly argue 
that both the payment of a blanket bonus 
and a reduction of Federal taxation are pos- 
sible at this time. Congress must decide.

The constitution of the Free 
State of Bremen is unique. It has 
two governing bodies, the Senate 
and the House of Burgesses. Exect- 
tive authority is vested in the 
Senate, a body of sixteen life mom 
bers of which at least ten must be 
lawyers and three merchants. The 
House of Burgesses consists of 150 
members elected for a six-year 
term by direct vote of the people.
